J. Prebluda of New York told the national Farm Chemtrgic Coun- 
cil recently the use of antibiotics in farm soil may do for crops 
what penicillin and other antibiotics do for animals, make them 


grow faster and stay healthy. 


He added in an interview that this 
may solve most of the world’s hunger 
problems, eliminating one of the 
causes of unrest upon which Com- 
munism has tried to capitalize. 

Dr. Prebluda, biochemist with the 
United States’ Industrial Chemicals 
Co., said reeent experiments*® show 
that: antibiotics, which are produced 
by micro-organisms in soil and‘ other 
materials, appear to have two impor- 
tant effects upon soil: 

1. In large amounts they are plant 
disease killers, just as antibiotics 
now control some animal infections. 

2. Small amounts, stimulate plant 
growth. A similar effect has been 
noted in some animals. ‘

Two named strains of high quality 
native Saskatoons are being introduc- 
ed by the Beaverlodge Expérimental 
Station, report J. A. Wallace and V. 
Chanasyk, Experimental Station, 
Beaverlodge, Alberta. They will be 
welcomed in prairie and northern 
home gardens where they. will provide 
growers with a fruit they have favor- 
ed since the pioneering days of the 
West, and where it may be difficult 
to produce cultivated fruits. It is 
fortunate that the Saskatoon re- 
sponds well to cultivation, since the 
breaking up of vrigin land is fast de- 
stroying the ‘favorite patches that 
were so. handy to the home. 

The new strains have -been named 
Pembina and Smoky, after rivers in 
the regions in which ‘the original 
selections were discovered. They have 
been selected as the best of numer- 
ous species, strains and selections 
growing on the station for many 
years, The large, juicy pleasant 
flavored berries are relished for eat- 
ing out. of harid and as dessert. They 
are also desirable when preserved, 

Maximum fruit quality is obtained 
when plants are spacéd six to -eight 
feet apart and the soil about them 
kept cultivated, Planted in this man- 
ner, the Saskatoon will produce an 
attractive loose hedge or screen, pro- 
viding a profusion of colorful bloom 
during May. It is also valued for 
ornamental planting and when grown 
in windbreaks the abundant: fruit 
produced attracts a wide range of 
bird life during autumn.and early 
winter, ' rf 

There are several disadvantages in 
propagating the Saskatoon; by bud: 
ding or grafting, such as the diffi- 
culty, of obtaining’, suitable root 
stocks and the high cost of produc- 
tion. Thus the new originations will 
be distributed’ as seedlings of the 
original selections which: are propa- 
gated vegetatively for seed purposes. 
Little of the quality of these selec- 
tions will be lost, since if has been 
found inthe work conducted at 
Beaverlodge, that'85 per cent. of the 
seedlings retdin the high quality of 
the parents. . 22%

Freezing Tips—For those of you 
who already have a home freezer 
or plan to have one, did you ever 
think of freezing sandwich fillings? 
It is so handy just to go to the 
freezer, take out your favorite 
spread and make up your sand- 
wiches’'in a thatter of a few min-, 
utes. 


Use day old bread for -Tready- 
made sandwichés. Wrap in mois- 
ture-proof cellophahe, and care- 
fully heat seal both across. the top 
and on the sides with a hot iron. 
Pack in rectangular boxes with 
pieces of waxed paper. or cello- 
phane between tthe layers, if more 
than .two sandwiches are being 
packaged. .

CALGARY.—Earl*Gammon has a 
coach parked in his garage at Banff 
that’s more than an heirloom. Its 
value has been estimated at. $25,000. 

This is the coach that carried the 
Prince of Wales—later Edward VII— 
from Pictou to Truro, N.S., in 1860. 
Many years later it carried Queen 
Elizabeth, then Princess Elizabeth, 
and the Duke of Edinburgh at the 
Calgary Stampede grounds. 

At the time of King Edward's visit 
the coach had been put on the Pic- 
tou-Truro run by an American nam- 
ed Hiram .Hyde. Earl Gammon’s 
father, William, bought it from Hyde 
for his stage-coach line from Pictou 
to Amherst. 

When the railway put the stage- 
coach‘line out of business in 1890 the 
elder Gammon arranged to have™the 
old coach preserved. It was placed 
in a museum before .it was shipped 
out west. 

Gammon has always shown the 
coach”in public at Banff with two 
horses, but it was designed for a 
team of four. Gammon says he has 
to get along with two because he 
can’t find anyone who can properly 
drive a four-horse team.
